of 
fresh trouble in the Near East are 
attracting attention here. 
Referring 
to the wrecking of the bridge across 
the Maritza River connecting Adrain- 
ople and Karagateli, the Daily Tele­ 
graph’s 
diplomatic 
correspondent 
says that although the railway bridge 
has not yet been damaged, it is in 
danger and recalls 
that the Turks 
are known to ha e mined it. 
The Maritza 
explosion, 
says the 
writer, is merely an incident. 
He 
adds: 
“It coincides curiously 
enough, 
with the landing of troops in flagrant 
violation of the Mudania convention 
at or near the 
Isthmus of 
Bulair, 
which joins the Gallipoli 
Peninsula 
to the mainland. 
This is 
regarded 
with far greater seriousness in Brit­ 
ish circles than what has been hap­ 
pening near Adrianople, for it aims 
at the cutting of overland communi­ 
cations betwreen the allied garrisons 
at the Dardanelles, and CConstantin- 
ople. This already awkward position 
would be aggravated if the Turks, 
by the destruction of all the Maritiza 
bridges, made it impossible for the 
Greek army to re-enter Thrace with­ 
out grave delay, in the event of the 
allies being suddenly 
attacked 
at 
Constantinople. 
“The 
budding 
Turkish 
menace 
cannot be 
dismissed as 
bluff and 
there is some realization iii compe­ 
tent quarters that it must be prompt­ 
ly scorned.” 
It is suggested that the reported 
movements of allied Mediterranean 
ships of war towards the Dardanelles 
is connected with the Bulair landing, 
but there is no official confirmation 
of this.

day, May 30, as Memorial Day, and 
urging all the people of Missouri to 
join with the patriotic organizations 
in offering tribute to the dead sol­ 
diers and sailors. 
He also recom­ 
mends that the public schools of the 
state join in reviewing the deeds of 
sacrifice and of patriotism of our na­ 
tional heroes. 
“Citizenship,” the governor says, 
“in this great republic is ennobled by 
the sacrifices of those who gave their 
lives to its service, and it is fitting 
that we should make frequent rededi­ 
cation of ourselves to the aims of our 
national unity. Alike by honored cus­ 
tom and by law', May 30 of each year 
has been set aside as Memorial day, 
upon which the memory of the older 
dead of the nation can be honored, 
their services and sacrifices for the 
nation appreciated and their last rest­ 
ing place decorated with the flowers 
which so aptly symbolize both the 
glory of their memory and the im­ 
mortality of their service.”

The soviet government says it is 
ready to pay for the seizure of British 
trawlers and for the execution of 
Charles F. Davison and the arrest 
and detention of Mrs. Stan Harding, 
a newspaper correspondent, but it re­ 
fuses to recognize that there was any 
“irregularity in the measures taken 
against the spies. 
It offers to withdraw the two Wein­ 
stein notes, written in reply to the 
British protests over the prosecution 
of high church officials, which notes 
the British considered offensive.

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THE OBSTINATE SENATORS. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, generally 
esteemed a bright light of the republican 
party, and never too busy with his duties as 
president of Columbia University to take 
an interest in politics, expresses the opinion 
that there is widespread 
dissatisfaction 
“with the situation in which w*e find our­ 
selves w ith respect to the economic prob­ 
lems of the wTorld abd to the promotion of 
international peace.*' 
In his judgment a 
conservative policy of international co­ 
operation is desired by no less than 80 per 
cent of the American voters and he finds 
that the only obstacle in the way of trans­ 
lating this sentiment into action is a small 
group of obstinate senators. 
He predicts 
that those who are opposing America's en­ 
trance into the League court “are likely to 
be treated to a great surprise." 
Step by step we are getting on. 
Now 
we are getting to the point where republi­ 
can leaders are beginning to take in public 
much the same view of the irreconcilable 
senators that Mr. Wilson and his support­ 
ers took years ago. This small group of ob­ 
stinate senators whom Dr. Butler chides are 
many of them the same men whom Dr. But­ 
ler and the republican 
party 
in general 
backed and supported when only a short 
time ago they were expressing the same 
views regarding international cooperation 
that they are expressing now 
and were 
making the same fight against internation­ 
al coperation that they are making now. 
The difference is that at that time they 
were, in the words of Senator Lodge, one of 
their ring leaders, “fighting President Wil­ 
son. Now they are fighting President Har­ 
ding. 
Another difference is that a great many 
people have 
learned subsequently how 
badly they were bamboozled three years 
ago, when they allowed themselves to be 
persuaded to vote against international co­ 
operation.

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SHALL THE 1924 DEMOCRATIC CON­ 
VENTION MEET IN NEW YOR? 
The New’ York World has started a cam­ 
paign for the holding of the 1924 demo­ 
cratic national convention in New York 
City. 
It says that a canvass, which it has 
made, show s a great many leaders of politi­ 
cal and business thought in favor of having 
the next convention in New York, declares 
that St Louis, which has been a favorite 
convention city, does not want the conven­ 
tion in 1924, and while Chicago is probably 
going to make 
a fight for it the World 
thinks that delegates generally would 
rather go to New York than anyw here else, 
because they can have a better time there. 
It points out that New York has the hotel 
facilities to take care of the crowds and 
that, of course, 
is a very important con­ 
sideration. 
There will be a good deal of 
opposition to the convention's going to New 
York from persons who fear the influences 
which would be most potent there; the al­ 
leged Wall street influence, for example, 
and the influence of the “wets.0 
Editorially the World believes that to 
win in 1924 the democrats must carry the 
section of which New York is the political 
center and it, therefore, discounts in ad­ 
vance the objection just referred to.

Said Senator Moses to the New* York 
Herald: 
The difficulty with our going into 
the world court is that wre w ould go in 
as a new, fresh member on

would be laid the duty of making 
every decision—a duty that does not 
belong to us, because the questions for 
the world court are no particular con­ 
cern of ours except as they might 
touch on our general interest that 
peace shall 
be 
maintained. 
There 
would be no advantage for us except 
possibly to gain the friendship of the 
contending nations 
whose 
sides we 
take, and certainly to win the accentu­ 
ated hatred of the nations against 
whom we decide. 
On the theory that Senator Moses can 
read the English language, this paragraph 
is IOO per cent evidence that he has neither 
read the statute of the court nor an intelli­ 
gent exposition of it. No trace of informa­ 
tion, as to what the court is, how' it is con­ 
stituted, or what it does; no slightest trace 
of near-information can be detected in this 
paragraph. 
Senator Moses thinks that by adhering to 
the proposal the United States would have 
to make “decisions." 
This is precisely as 
intelligent as if he had said that when Mr. 
Justice Holmes writes an opinion in the su­ 
preme court the decision is made by Massa­ 
chusetts 
and 
dictated 
by Henry Cabot 
Lodge. Senator Moses thinks that because 
the members of the League elect the 
judges, therefore the judges are creatures 
of the League. He could just as well argue 
that the supreme court is the creature of 
the senate because the senate passes on ap­ 
pointments. 
No glimpse of an idea has yet been 
vouchsafed to him that the discussion is 
about a court of law, exercising jurisdiction 
only by consent of both parties, rendering 
decisions on the basis of international law 
and treaties, decisions which may be volun­ 
tary accepted or rejected. Senator Moses 
has never read a word about the court So 
for want of information, he thinks the court 
must resemble a republican national con­ 
vention with a room at the Blackstone 
Hotel where deals can be made at 2 o’clock 
in the morning.

"The ever present and ever inso­ 
lent dance evil continues. 
The lat­ 
est form of nauseating 
excess

which this destroyer of the modesty 
and morals of manhood and woman­ 
hood has gone is the disgusting exhi­ 
bitions, popularly known as "mara­ 
thon dances.’* Such exhibitions serve 
to show in a new* light the incurable 
evil of an indulgence which in its 
very nature is fleshly 
and 
sinful. 
Our pastors ought everywhere 
to 
speak in the most emphatic terms 
concerning such evils.*’ 
"The recent action of N ew York in 
repealing its enforcement, code is a 
disgrace to that state and an insult 
to the federal government,” the re­ 
port said in commenting 
on 
the 
eighteenth 
amendment. 
"Enforce­ 
ment in New’ York will be 
some­ 
what m ore difficult but prohibition 
will go forward, not backward. 
The 
question before*the American people 
Is not shall w e have prohibition but 
shall orderly government prevail? 
"The recent decision 
of 
the 
su­ 
preme court is in every way 
good 
for this cause. 
It is a surprise that 
It holds that American ships are ex­ 
empt from the operation of a law’ of 
the United States when on the high 
seas or in foreign ports. 
But this 
can easily he remedied by the next 
congress through the enactment of a 
law to apply specifically to American 
ships everywhere. 
Meantime it will 
not be very feasible for ships 
to 
stock and unstock with liquors at 
the three mile limit.’* 
A report of the relief and annuity 
board, adopted today, declared that

He accepted the premier­ 
ship offered him this afternoon

King George. 
The Central News says the leaders 
of the Conservative party 
selected 
Mr. Baldwin as premier, that he ac­ 
cepted and that Sir Robert Horne, 
former chancellor of the exchequer 
has agreed to succeed Mr. Baldwin 
in that office. 
The solution of the premiership 
problem thus suddenly thrust upon 
the country is regarded as unques­ 
tionably a keen disappointment to 
Lord Curzon, who two days ago, was 
regarded as almost certain to suc­ 
ceed Mr. Bonar Law, w*ho resigned 
Sunday because of ill health. 
The 
foreign secretary, however, is point­ 
ed to as a victim of circumstances 
and not as being passed over 
be­ 
cause of any lack of ability and cer­ 
tainly not from any lack of exper­ 
ience. 
The sudden rise of the labor party

Stanley Baldwin, the new British 
prime minister, played a compara­ 
tively minor part in British politics 
until the advent of the Bonar Law 
regime following the resignation of 
Premier Lloyd George and the break 
up of the coalition which guided Brit* 
ish destinies during the war. 
Under Mr. Lloyd George he was 
financial secretary to the treasury 
and later president of the board of 
trade ,and it was in recognition of 
his abilities in the field of finance 
that he was named to the important 
post of chancellor of the exchequer 
by Bonar Law. 
Possibly his most notable achieve­ 
ment as chancellor was the negotia­ 
tion of the war debt settlement, with 
the United States in the course of 
which he visited Washington at the 
head of the British debt mission. His 
handling 
of 
the 
current 
budget 
which makes possible various reduc­ 
tions in taxes, notably the levy on 
incomes, 
brought 
much 
favorable 
comment. 
Since Mr. 
Bonar 
Law’s 
illness 
had incapacitated him from personal 
participation in the parliamentary 
debates. Mr. Baldwin acted as gov­ 
ernment spokesman in the house of 
commons. 
The new9 premier is 55 years 
of 
age, was educated at Harrow, Trin­ 
ity College, and Cambridge, Is m ar­ 
ried and has two 
sons and

His wife w9as Miss Lucy 
Ridsdale of Rottingdean. 
Mr. Baldwin’s period of

Expert Shows How Commodity 
Money Would Make Worse 
the Evils It Aims to Correct.

The weaknesses of the Edison- 
Ford commodity money scheme to 
abolish the gold standard and do 
away with monetary instability, in­ 
terest charges and speculation in 
farm 
products 
are 
exposed 
by 
William T. Foster, Director of the 
Pollack Foundation for Economic 
Research, in an article in the Pro­ 
ceedings of the Academy of Politi­ 
cal Science. 
He shows that the 
only result of the plan would be to 
aggravate the evils it aims to cure. 
There is presented herewith the 
first of a series of articles, pre­ 
pared by the American Bankers 
Association, reviewing Mr. Foster’s 
argument. 
The plan provides, Mr. Foster ex­ 
plains, for government built owned 
and 
controlled 
warehouses, 
to 
which producers might bring basic 
commodities raised on American 
soil, on which they wish to borrow 
money. 
A 
government 
agent 
would grade the producer’s goods 
and hand him two pieces of paper 
—a mortgage certificate and an 
equity certificate. 


The Edison-Ford Plan 
The mortgage certificate could 
be exchanged at any national bank 
for Federal Reserve notes up to 
50 per cent of the average value of 
the goods for the previous twenty- 
five years. 
In this way tho pro­ 
ducer 
would 
obtain 
a 
loan 
of 
money without incurring any ex­ 
penses for the use of the money 
and he would still own the goods. 
* 
“His equity certificate i3 his evi- 
denoo of ownership,” Mr. Foster 
says. 
“He may keep it, sell it or 
present it at a bank as security 
for a loan. He or anyone to whom 
he sells it can present it at any 
time within a year, together with 
the exact amount of money that 
has been loaned, and receive the 
goods. 
“If the goods are not removed 
within one year tho Government 
must sell them and thus get back 
the money it has loaned. 
This i3 
to 
prevent an 
accumulation 
of 
goods 
and 
to 
make 
sure 
that 
the money will be self-canceling. 
As soon as the farmer repays the 
loan or tho Government sells the 
goods an amount of money is de­ 
stroyed equal to the amount that 
was advanced. 
This, in all essen­ 
tials, is the Edison commodity* 
money plan. 


More Taxes 
“Most men will bo impressed by 
the fact that it involves additional 
taxes, additional corps of political 
appointees and a vast extension of 
government control over industry. 
If the special privilege of borrow­ 
ing 
money 
without 
interest 
is 
really a boon and is granted only to 
certain groups of producers, the 
list to be changed from time to 
time, somebody must decide who 
are to be the favored groups, and 
whether that somebody is Congress 
or 
Federal 
warehouse 
directors 
who are subject to partisan ap­ 
pointment and removal, the ques­ 
tion who is to receive free money 
will undoubtedly remain in poli­ 
tics and will recurrently become 
of great moment as election day 
approaches. 
“Mr. Edison contends that his 
commodity dollars will be sounder 
than gold dollars because 'there in 
the 
warehouse 
lies 
the 
actual 
wealth, the things we eat and 
wear and must consume to live.* 
At first, he says, only a few basic 
commodities are to be accepted, 
such as grain, cotton, wool, rice, 
legumes, fats, flax and tobacco. 
Manufactured articles, he warns 
as, will not be satisfactory for this 
purpose. 
“If, then, a warehouse full of to­ 
bacco guarantees tho soundness of 
the notes issued against it they 
must be redeemable in tobacco. 
They are, in fact, Federal Tobacco 
notes. 
The plan must provide in 
like manner for Federal Flax notes 
and so on. 
Furthermore, there 
would have to be as many differ­ 
ent kinds of tobacco notes as there 
were grades of tobacco. 
Everyone 
who usod money In exchange would 
need to have at hand the latest 
market quotations on all products 
accepted for storage, as they ap­ 
proached in market value the es­ 
tablished loan value, in order to 
estimate the relative values of dif­ 
ferent kinds of dollars. 
Salt Cod Notes 
“Everybody would have to ob­ 
serve carefully whether he had 
Grade A Kippered Herring notes or 
Grade X Salt Cod notes. 
If there 
was a strike of bituminous coal 
miners he would hoard Bituminous 
Coal notes. 
If there was a slump 
In cotton he would try to get rid of 
Cotton notes. 
“Consider, on the other hand, the 
simplicity and definiteness of a 
gold-secured dollar. 
All the world 
knows precisely what Is meant by 
the convertability of a paper cer­ 
tificate into gold. 
All the world 
accepts the gold In exchange. 
Its 
value is known in every m ark et 
It is readily tested, stored, preserv­ 
ed, divided, transported. Moreover, 
there are the gold reserves, main­ 
tained for the very purpose of 
conversion and for no other and 
available on demand.

thorized statements, however, it 
seems that his plan does not pro­ 
vide for Federal Tobacco notes, 
Federal Fish notes and the like.

I. Isaiah’s Vision of t h e Lord 
( v t , 
1-4). 
No one’s ministry will ever be fruit­ 
ful until he has had a vision of Jeho­ 
vah. The scope of his tasks and the , 
power to perform services will be lack- [ 
ing until h© sees God. 
1. He Saw the Lord on His Throne 
(v. I). The prophet’s gaze penetrated I 
to the very throne of the eternal. We 
need not so much know things con­ 
cerning God as to have a vision of I 
Him, even to see Him on His throne^ 
Surely now, as perhaps never before, ! 
with the awful darkness settling down 
apon the world and the foundations of 
culture and civilization, institutions 
and governments 
are tottering, we 
need a vision of the enthroned Lord. 
2. He Saw the Seraphim Above, ( v t. j 
2, 3). 
Whatever form or rank these 
things have, they clearly are ministers 
of the Most High. Their standing in­ 
dicates that they were In readiness to 
do His bidding. Their equipment with j 
six wings shows the celerity with which 
they executed His will. In the Divine 
presence they find different uses for 
wings. One flair was needed to veil the 
seraph’s head from the “intolerable ef­ 
fulgence” of the glory. One pair veiled 
the feet, which had been soiled in the 
txecution of tho commission. The third 
pair was suspended in midair while 
waiting to depart on any errand which 
the Lord willed. All ceaselessly cried, 
“Holy, holy, holy.” 
The supreme at­ 
tribute of Jehovah is holiness. It Is 
for this that His creatures worship and 
adore Him. 
The treble repetition 
doubtless refers to the triune God. 
Holy is the One who created us, holy 
Is the One who redeemed us and holy 
is the One who sanctifies and keeps 
us. From the position of God’s throne 
they see the whole earth filled with 
His glory. 
3. He Saw Manifestations of Majes­ 
ty (v. 4). As the holy ones cried the 
very door posts moved and the temple 
was filled with smoke. 
Smoke Indi­ 
cates the Divine presence in anger 
(Ex. 19:8; 29:18). This indicated that 
the selfishness, Idolatry and Ingrati­ 
tude of Israel provoked God’s anger. 
II. Isaiah’s Conviction of Sin (v. 6), 
When the prophet got a vision of 
the holy God he was smitten with a 
sense of sin. This is always true. The 
reason that men think well of them­ 
selves Is that they have never seen 
God. 
Face to face with the Lord, 
Isaiah saw himself as wholly vile. He 
realized that he had sinned in speech 
and, if in speech, then in heart, there­ 
fore the cry of despair. 
He was not 
only guilty himself, but was living In 
the midst of an unclean people. 
III. Isaiah Cleansed From Sin ( vt. 
| 0, 7). 
Having been convicted of sin and 
having made confession of it, a burn­ 
ing coal was taken from the altar to 
purge away his sin. 
His penitential 
guilt was forgiven and removed. Those 
unclean lips were refined by fire and, 
with pure speech, he expressed the 
holy thoughts of God. Only fire from 
God’s altar can purge us from our sins. 
IV. Isaiah's Cad. 
God did not call the prophet until 
after he was cleansed. 
The purged 
soul is the soul ready for the Lord’s 
service. 
Indeed, the unconvicted, un­ 
forgiven and uncleansed soul cannot 
even hear the Divine call for service. 
V. Isaiah's Dedication (v. 8). 
Following the cleansing from sin 
there was the quick response for serv­ 
ice. 
The one purged and sanctified 
and made meet for the Master’s use 
readily responds to the call of God. 
They did not Inquire as to the issue, 
did not desire to see the end from the 
beginning, but with freedom came for­ 
ward to serve. 
V I. Isaiah's Commission (vv. 9-13). 
The previous outlook was not prom­ 
ising. 
He shrank back from the re­ 
sponsibility and instantly cried, “How 
long, Lord?” The people were steeped 
In selfishness and the Lord assured 
him that their blindness and sin, 
though long, would not continue for- 
j ever. 
The people would go on in sin, 
to be taken captive and the land be 
made desolate.

Budget to Improve Road 
In addition to an outlay of more 
than $6,000,000 for new locomotives,; 
the Missouri Pacific has a budget oi 
approximately $9,000,000 for Improve ! 
ing and enlarging the physical prop­ 
erty of the road, according to a let­ 
ter by President L. W. Baldwin ad­ 
dressed to shippers and the public 
generally, just issued. 
The road has "comprehensive p lan s; 
for improvem ents” on which it is 
making satisfactory progress, in an-, 
ticipation of a volume of fall traffic, 
which is expected to break all trans­ 
portation records, Baldwin stated. 
"Our motive power has been aug­ 
mented recently by the receipt of 
forty-^ix heavy freight locomotives | 
of the latest design, and four giant 
mountain type passenger engines, all 
of which are now assigned to regular 
service,” the letter says. “In October! 
and November, next fifty additional I 
new locomotives, 
forty for 
heavy] 
freight service and ten large passen­ 
ger engines, will be received from 
the builders, making a total of IOO 
new locomotives for service in 1923. 
"The extensive program for having 
the maximum num ber of locomotives 
in excellent condition is progressing 
satisfactorily, and large number of 
cars are being completely rebulit a n d , 
others conditioned to argum ent the j 
car supply.” 
In order to have the greatest num -1 
ber of cars available for use when 
the heaviest business comes later in 
the year, Baldwin states 
that 
t h e : 
road is 
requesting 
industries 
and 
public utilities to store their season’s 
coal supply early, and 
urging 
the 
users of sand, gravel, cement and 
building m aterials to utilize open top 
cars to the utm ost now rath er than 
later in the year.

FIFTEEN EXECUTED 
IN REVOLUTION PLOT 


By lh© Associated Presa. 
MOSCOW, May 25.—Fifteen 
per­ 
sons, all of them princes, generals 
or noblemen, have been executed as 
a result of the discovery of an ac­ 
tive counter revolutionary plot 
in 
the Soviet republic of Georgia, says 
a dispatch from Tiflis to the Pravda 
today. The names of those executed 
are not given, but it is said all were 
active participants in the movement. 
The counter revolutionary 
activi­ 
ties in Georgia are alleged to have 
been begun in 1922, with a combina­ 
tion of five 
non-Bolshevik 
parties, 
tho plans including a general upris­ 
ing for iast 
September. 
The 
con­ 
spirators are asserted to have been 
in communication with M. Gordani, 
former Georgian premier, M. Tser­ 
eteli!, a Kerensky cabinet member, 
and other 
anti-Bolsheviks 
abroad, 
who promised money and arms. The 
late general Zulokedze, 
and 
Prince 
Andronikoff, are 
declared to 
have 
been among the leaders. 
The counter revolutionists employ­ 
ed the bandit leader Chelokaeff for 
their purposes, the accounts state, 
but the p’ot failed when his bands 
were liquidated with the aid of peas­ 
ant forces and the ringleaders arrest­ 
ed. 
It is charged in Soviet 
quarters 
that the Central Committee of the 
Mensheviki, which is accused of par­ 
ticipating in the movement, had a 
connection with an unnamed Brit­ 
ish colonel who was in Georgia in 
1923 but left shortly afterward with 
tho promise to send money and aid.

The state finance department was 
notified to take charge of the institu­ 
tion which is capitalized at $10,000 
but maintains a good surplus of stock 
which recently wa3 selling at $135 a 
share.
